FPD  dispells  shooting  rumors 

Prostitution,  hostages  and  drugs  lead  the  rumor  mill 

remaining  suspects  ended  at  approximately

Patricia  MacLachlan,  the  Newbery  Medal- 
winning  author  of  the  children's  classic  Sarah 
Plain  and  Tall,  will  be  giving  a  lecture  on  cam-

CrOSS  HaChey:   A  review  of  mural  at  the  FSC  Gallery 


Michael  Hachey  is  an  Associate  Professor 
of  Visual  Arts  at  Worcester  State  College. 
His  work  has  been  shown  at  the  Fitchburg  Art 
Museum,  The  Springfield  Museum  of  Fine 
Arts,  The  Worcester  Art  Museum,  and  there 
is  a  permanent  installation  by  him  at  the 
Federal  courthouse  in  Worcester.  And  now, 
after  ten  years  he  returns  to  Fitchburg  State 
College  with  a  new  untitled  work. 

I  walked  into  the  gallery  with  the  memo- 
ries of  the  brilliant  Lost  Labours,  and  left 
thinking  of  Sean  "Puff  Daddy"  Coombs.  In 
much  the  same  way  I  object  to  Coombs  lifting 
an  often  superior  piece  of  music  and  fitting  it 
into  his  mediocre  molds,  Hache/s  "quoting" 
seems  derivative  and  distracting.  Maybe  I'm 
a  Philistine,  but  I  don't  think  throwing  a  pair  of 
sample  images  into  a  plain  and  otherwise 
boring  mural  elevates  it. 

Lost  Labours  was  interesting  as  it  had  a 
woodcut  appeal  matching  its  subject  matter. 
Here  Hachey's  approach,  while  technically 
superb  (you  can  follow  every  line  tracing 
each  subject  as  it  is  brought  to  form)  lacks 
substance.  This,  combined  with  a  girth  of 
subject  matter  (vague,  shadowy  landscapes 
interspersed  with  dramatic  figures  from  other

leave  me  unmoved.  The  spaces  between  the 
lines  took  over,  giving  the  figures  a  wireframe 
look.  The  fragmented  arcs  and  curves  put  to 
such  strong  use  in  Lost  Labours,  seem  to 
distract  and  detract.  In  the  former  exhibit 
they  acted  as  frames  or  led  the  eye  toward 
an  aspect  of  the  subject.  Here  they  form  the 
boundaries  for  different  shadings  seemingly 
done  completely  at  random  and  adding  no 
appeal. 

The  one  piece  that  struck  a  cord  was  the 
single  landscape  on  the  curved  waif,  an 
amorphous  vista  which  flows  between  a 
moonlit  snow-covered  countryside  and  a  col- 
lection of  nebulas  adrift  in  the  void  depending 
upon  how  much  attention  one  pays  to  the 
sky.  Compare  this  to  the  other  landscape 
where  the  sky  seems  so  vibrantly  alive,  but 
sparks  over  a  flat  dead  shoreline.  The  exhib- 
it radiates  a  feeling  of  a  rushed  or  incomplete 
work. 

Eventually,  Coombs  will  fade  from  the 
music  scene  as  all  flavors-of-the-month  do. 
A  pity  that  Hachey  already  seems  to  have 
lost  some  of  his  talent.  More  so  if  he  does 
not  recognize  it.

Although  it  is  now  winter  in  most  of  the  coun- 
try, Autumns  presence  is  just  beginning  to  be  felt 
in  some  places.  The  Autumns,  a  rising  band  out 
of  the  L.A.  club  scene,  recently  released  their  first 
major  LP  titled  The  Angel  Pool. 

When  it  comes  to  describing  his  band's  sound, 
the  group's  lead  singer  Matthew  Kelly  is  at  a  bit  of 
a  loss.  "The  best  description  we've  heard  is 
'ambient  noise  pop,'"  said  Kelly.  "Unfortunately, 
each  of  those  words  corresponds  to  a  fairly  spe- 
cific genre,  none  of  which  describes  us  correctly." 
I  would  have  to  agree  with  Kelly  that  their 
music  doesn't  fit  neatly  into  any  category.  This 
album  with  its  swirling  guitars  and  hypnotic  vocals 
could  be  best  described  as  a  dreamy  molasses 
milk-shake.  Aspiring  to  be  modern,  spiritual  and 
sensual,  this  album  goes  down  thick,  and  not  so 
easy  to  swallow. 

The  Autumns  have  musical  talent  that  flows 
easily  among  the  band,  yet  the  songs  themselves 
are  pushed  beyond  their  limits.  From  the  first 
track,  The  Garden  Ends,  which  etches  a  moody 
grind  similar  to  that  of  many  Cranberries  songs,  to 


the  Sunblush  track  with  its  driving  guitars,  The 
Autumns  evoke  familiar,  yet  uncomfortable  feel- 
ings.

Tearing  off 
his  trench  coat  and  hat,  the  teacher's 
passionate  character  becomes 
apparent  from  the  moment  he  enters 
the  room,  which  is  no  doubt  a  credit 
to  his  portrayer,  Richard  McElvian.  To 
tell  you  the  truth,  that  was  the  consis- 
tency of  every  character  that  entered 
the  classroom.  Each  student  who 
came  into  the  scene  brought  the 
essence  of  individuality  to  it.  I  think 
most  of  us  would  agree  when  we  say 
that  we  are  all  a  product  of  our  envi- 
ronment, and  that  was  a  message  in 
this  screenplay.

Why  are  athletes  treated  better  than  the 
average  person?
